The family lived in Belleville two 
years, and removed to St. Louis in 
1846. She married George Dore, who 
died three years after, and later 
she married Charles Lyons, who 
died in 1853. She became a 
nurse, and traveled in Europe and 
Asia with the family of Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, who was later Secrétary 
of the Interior in President McKin- 
ley’s Cabinet. She was in China with 
the Hitchcock farnily when Sarah 
Hitchcock, now Mrs. John F. Shep- 
ley, was born. 

Mrs. Lyons was a devoted Catho- 
lic, and attended mass every morn- 
ing until she was more than $0 years 
old, when she fell and suffered a 
fracture of the hip. She had lived 
under the reigns of nine Popes, from 
Pius VII to Pius XI. She was blind 
since 1913.

Page From Wilhelm’s Diary. 

One of the features of the vol- 
ume is a page from the Kaiser's 
diary, written on the night of Nov. 
9. Gen. Von Teinhardt-Rothe, au- 
thor of the book and head of the 
court of honor, seems to disprove 
this extract from the diary: 

“The Field Marshal has advised 
me to leave the collapsing army and 
seek refuge in a neutral state in or- 
der to avoid civil war. 

“T have fought a furious inner 
battle as I do not want to be ac- 
cused of cowardice and leave that 
part of the army which is still loyal 
to me. 

“I prefer to fight to the end in a 
common cause with loyal troops, but 
all responsible military authority, 
even the General Staff, as such, de- 
Clared the troops would not longer 
fight and for physical reasons could 
not longer fight against an outside 
enemy or their own people. 

“Since Prince Max of Baden has 
1ade common cause with the Social- 
ists and thereby betrayed me, noth- 
ing remains for me but to separate 
from the army with a bleeding 
heart.” 

Fled to Holland at 5 A. M. 

In the state of mind shown by this 
extract, the Kaiser at 5 o'clock of 
the morning of Nov. 10 departed for 
Holland. 

The rest of the book, however, 
shows Gen. von Hindenburg did not 
advise the Kaiser to leave, but only 
warned him to prepare for an 
But the book will show 
that Baron von Gruenau of the For- 
eien Office told Wilhelm that the 
Field Marshal wanted him to go. 

The Kaiser's reputation for cour- 
age is low. but he made one remark 
on that last night which will tend 
to restore his prestige and strength- 
en his supporters in Germany.

Reverting to the question of Ko- 
rea, Senator Lodge said he was sorry 
to disagree with Senator Spencer, 
stating that he had utmost 8ympa- 
thy for Korea. Lodge added that al! 
continental questions were carefully 
excluded from the treaty’s operation. 

“The words insular possessions 
and insular dominions were selected 
»with great care in order to exclude 


from the treaty any question touch- | 


ing either the Continent of Asia or 
the Continent of America,” said Sen- 
ator Lodge. “I am not undertaking 
to be final after the rebuke that we 
have had from the Senator from 
California. I] should hesitate to do 
that but I am only stating the fact 
erpretation of all those 
who made the treaty, that the phrase 
was carefully selected in order to ex- 
clude all continental questions.” 

Late in the afternoon, when there 
were only a few Senators in the 
chamber, Spencer got recognition and 
read a brief prepared = statement 
about the effect of the treaty on Ko- 
rea. 

Spencer said that many persons 
were deeply interested in the wel- 
fare of Korea. which he described as 
“the historic patriarch among the 
Governments of the world.” 
called that, in 1883, the United 
States entered into a treaty with Ko- 
rea, whereby either power, if the 
rights of the other were threatened 
by a third nation, should use its 

good offices’’ to bring about an 
amicable settlement. 

Spencer said that he did not pro- 
pose to discuss the conduct of Japan 
toward Korea, the story of which 
was filled with “pathos and tragedy.” 

Point He Sought to Make. 

The point he made was that the 
ratification of the pending treaty 
would give “distinct encouragement” 
to the people of Korea. The Korean 
question, he explained, might be- 
come a subject of discussion under 
this treaty, in which event the inter- 
ests of Korea would be brought be- 
fore a company in which the United 
Great Britain and France 
would be equal partners with Ja- 
pan. 

“The friends of Korea,” he said,

DUBLIN, March 22.—It was of- 


ficlally announced in the republican 


organ here today that the Irish 
army convention, the 
holding of which was recently fer- 
bidden by Arthur Griffith, president 


‘of the Dail Ejreann, would be held 
in Dublin Sunday as arranged. The 


announcement is taken here to mean 
that a definite split in the repub. 
lican army has come. 

According to Commandant Roder- 
ick O'Connor, director of engineer- 
ing of the headquarters staff of the 
Irish republican army, 80 per cent

The newspaper men were invited 
this morning to the republican pub- 
licity department, where they were 
received by Commandapt O'Connor, 
Discussing the army convention the 
commandant pointed out it had been 
originally summoned with the ap- 
proval of Richard Mulcahy, now 
Minister of Defense in the Dail Cab- 
inet. The delegates, he said, had 
been selected by companies and 
numbered about 600. 


Army Republicans Said to Make 
Raids in Northern Area.

LONDON, March 22.—The situa 
tion on the border between Ulster 
and South Ireland is going from bad 
to worse, and is such that some tri- 
fling incident may draw the rival 
forces into a conflict which will shat- 
ter all prospects of peace in Ireland, 
says the Dublin correspondent of the 
Times. 

“The tragic irony of the situa- 
tion,” he adds, “consists in the fact 
that the vast majority of Irishmen 
of all parties deplore the danger, gut 
seem unable to avert it. Bach ade 
daily takes some measure of defense 
which it regards as legitimate, but 
which produces prompt retaliction 
from the other side, with the result 
that political passions are intensified 
and the pleadings of common sense 
fail to find hearing. 

“The chief cause of resentment on 
the northern side of the border is 
the existence of the organized forces 
of the’ Irish republican army, which 
the Northern Government insists 
must depart or be expelled before 
there can be any talk . o< 

“On the other hand, the Southern 
Natiorfalists claim the right to gro- 
tect the Catholic minorities in” the 
northeast by every means in their 
power.
